Wall strec-t ua» been perplexed dur- 


ing the luft two or three days by the 
weakness of the L. E. & W. preferred 
stock, and to-day traders were astonj 
tshed to see a break of more than 10 
points to 58 1-2, with scarcely any re- 
covery. Saturday's closing was 69, 
aud the price three days ago was 73, 
or about 1C points higher. Although 
the sales were only 2,COO shares to- 
day, the curious action of this stock 
uiade it the feature, and there was a 
wide inquiry for the cause. 
Several 


weeks ago it sold for S3 or 84. 
The 


cause of the decline was found to 
hinge on the question of the quarterly 
dividend, which is generally acted 
upon at this time, and was last year 
declared on October 9th. For several 
days there have been rumors that the 
dividend would either be reduced or 
passed altogether. 
When President 


Brice was asked for the reason of the 
decline of the stock he is said to have 
replied that he didn't concern himself 
about the stock market fluctuations. 
As for the dividend, he said i? it had 
jeeu earned it would be paid and if 
not it wouldn't. For further particu- 
lars he said the public must wait until 
the directors meet, which will proba- 
bly be in a few days. 


Until 1S96 the company showed a 


handsome annual surplus over the di- 
vidends on the preferred stock. Since 
that time the yearly surplus has large- 
ly dwindled away on account of the 
heavy advances necessary for meeting 
the interest charges on the Northern

evidently the ones that Colonel Bowie 
considered of the greatest value, are 
in the possession of an old Mexican 
lady in San Antonio. They were in his 
bosom when he was lying on bis cot 
in the Alamo watching the final as- 
sault of Santa Anna's columns. One 
of them was made by St. Denis, wno 
was one of the earliest explorers o! 
the wild 
region between the Rio 


Grande and Red rivers. He established 
himself under the authority of France 
in the country in 1714. He was a well 
educated, bright, energetic young fel- 
low very eager, like his successor. Col. 
Bowie, to find a gold mine tn order 
that he might return to his native 
country and repair the fortunes of his 
house. It is believed that he succeed- 
ed beyond the wildest 
dreams, for 


he soon showed that he had vast sums 
of both gold and silver at his com- 
mand 
He founded the town of Naco- 


doches and built the famous cuartel 
a large stone building, which is still 
standing, though its walls bear a thou- 
sand marks of arrows, shot, shell and 
ball that have rained against its sides 
in a hundred battles. He must have 
spent fifteen or twenty years of his 
life surveying, exploring, trading wuh 
the Indians and hunting silver mines. 
Before settling at Nacogdoches he 
built a strong house of great cedar 
logs and rough stone In the Guadalupe 
mountains, some eighty miles west of 
the locality afterward selected for tne 
Mamo mission. He frequently visited 
this place, ostensibly to trade with 
the Comanehes, and here in these 
wild rugged mountains he was finally 
murdered by a roving band of Natchez 
Indians whom he 
mistook for Co- 


manehes. 
The famous old house in 


some way played an important part in 
both the good and bad fortunes of this 
•emarkable young bride, Senora Don- 
na Maria Villesecas, when he was 
pursued by the assassins of Governor 
inazna of Coahuila, who was so des- 
perately enamored of 
the brilliant 


young lady that he ordered his min- 
ions to butcher St. Denis and bring 
Donna Maria to his palace. St. Denis 
always took with him a faithful guard 
of yo'ung braves when he went to this 
old house, and when he returned from 
the place be never failed to bring a 
train of ponies packed with bullion 
and bar silver. It is well known that 
his wife made .- secret of her belief

he immediately recruited a strong 
company of desperate Indian fighters 
and returned to the mountains again. 
They were absent nearly a year, and it 
is known that they visited the, famous 
ruins of San Saba, where Bowie carv- 
ed his name on one of the stone pil- 
lars of the great gate with the date, 
1832, where it yet remains. After this 
Col. BoVie always had plenty of mon- 
ey.
